Charles Horner Wilson, 75, for 
over 30 years a detective for the 
Western Maryland railroad and for 
the last 40 years a constable of the 
first ward of Gettysburg, died this 
morning at

home, 54 East Middle street. 
Confined to bed for the last nine 
months with a heart and kidney 
condition,

pleurisy Thursday. 
He was in full possession of his 
faculties until a few hours before 
his death and conversed with mem­ 
bers of his family during the night 
and early morning.

Twas necessary to summon a phy­ 
sician, and “Charlie,” as he was fa­ 
miliarly known to thousands, lapsed 
into an unconsciousness, that ended 
with his death shortly before noon 
today.

Wilson 
was born April 
3, 
1861, on East Middle street, nearly 
opposite the site of the home where 
he died this morning. 
He was a 
son of the late James and Rebecca 
Baldwin Wilson and Is the last sur­ 
vivor of their family. 
Once a Plumbing Contractor 
J Mr. Wilson resided all his life in 
Gettysburg. For a number of years 
he engaged in business here as a 
plumbing contractor and while in 
that business installed plumbing fix­ 
tures at the county home and sev­ 
eral of the Gettysburg college build­ 
ings 
He continued as a plumbing 
contractor for a time af ter-becom­ 
ing a railroad detective. 
For a number of years he served 
as Adams county detective, a post 
no longer in existence. 
At the time of his death he held 
office as constable of the first ward 
of the borough, a post he had filled 
continuously for more than 40 years 
Mr Wilson estimated that during 
his years of service as railroad de­ 
tective, constable and county officer 
he arrested nearly 10,000 criminals 
for 
crimes 
ranging 
from 
petty 
offenses to murder. He had to his 
credit an enviable record as a com­ 
petent 
detective 
and 
brought 
numerous prominent cases to a close 
with arrests of long-sought crimi­ 
nals. Among his list of arrests was 
that of Collins and Reinecker, con­ 
victed and executed as the slayers 
of George J. Bushman, Gettysburg 
taximan, more than 15 years ago, 
He was a staunch republican and 
for years had taken an active part 
in county politics. 
He sought the 
offices of sheriff and Adams county 
treasurer unsuccessfully. 
He had 
continued to take a keen interest in 
politics during his confinement and 
had expressed the wish to live aft­ 
er the November election to witness 
the “republican victory" which he 
confidently expected. 
The deceased’s wife, Annie Steck, 
died three years ago.
